With his 
headquarters nt Louisville, Buell gath- 
ered n large nrmy nnd.nmuscd the Con- 
federates nt Howling Green In the In- 
terior nnd Columbus on the Mississippi 
until llnnklng columns sailed.up tho 
Tennessee nnd' Cuinberlnnd, forcing 
Johnston to abandon his front Hue. 
Jleiiinvlille General George II. Thomas 
Jind defeated a force of Confederates 
at Mill Springs nnd cleared the state of

Neither Ruell nor Johnston took part 


In the operations at Fort* JJonelson and 
Henry. Grant led the Federals ngnlnst 
Donelson. and when thnt stronghold 
fell enrly In February Johnston's plan* 
of the previous fall were upset and his 
predictions verllled.

Burnstdc's Iloanoke. expedition was 


planned by himself anil approved by 
McClellan In October, 1SIH. and the 
rest of the year was taken up In get- 
ting together tho troops and vessels. 
All the soldiers were selected from the 
seaboard and were men used to the sea, 
the most of. them being accustomed 
also to tli«! use of mechanical tools. 
Illver barges and propellers were over- 
hauled and converted Into gunboatH, 
with parapets of sandbags and hay 
bales to protect the guns. Hlver pas- 
senger steamers came Into service 
for transporting Buriislde's lighting 
force of 15,000 men, organized Into the 
divisions under Generals J. G. Foster, 
Jesse L. Ueno and J. G. Parke, which 
ultimately formed 'the Ninth corps of 
the Army of the Potomac and the West.
